Permits Sent Out 


p erm its to commercial fishermen 
to take whitefish and lake trout at 
the beginning of the closed season 
for the purpose of stripping spawn, 
are now being sent out to th e field 
supervisors by the fish division of 
the departm ent of conservation. 
Fishing will he permitted only in 
those waters of the various lakes 
which a r e designated by the d e ­ 
partm ent of conservation as open 
to spawn fishing. 
Certain a re a s of 
the lakes are closed to all fishing 
through the closed season. 
I/ast year 229 permits to take 
trout and 179 permits to ta k e w hite­ 
fish were Issued. 
All of the eggs used by the state 
and 
the federal governments for 
the propagation of commercial fish 
are furnished by licensed co m m er­ 
cial fishermen operating under the 
authority of these permits. 
All commercial 
fishing 
w aters 
are open to spawn taking o p era­ 
tions except the following which 
are closed because of the relatively 
small number of eggs available or 
the inaccessibility of the grounds:

Th a gnm* protection fund must 
ho increased bv from $360,000 to 
$600,000 during tile, next fiscal year 
if it Is to meet its legislative obli­ 
gations. 
Director 
George R. Ho­ 
garth 
said 
today, 
explaining 
the 
reasons for the increased c osts of 
bunting and fishing licenses. 
Four 
hunting and fishing licenses were 
increased in cost by the legislature 
last spring. 
In previous years. Director H o­ 
garth said, the general fund of the 
state carried the entire cost of for­ 
est fire control. This year the game 
fund must pay $100,000 toward the 
general operations of this work and 
must pay in addition, up to $125,000 
for impressed labor. 
Appropriation Lost 
The annual appropriation of ap­ 
proximately 
$175,000 
paid 
in 
the 
past from the general fund for fish 
propogatlon and developm ent, was 
discontinued this year, and th e en­ 
tire cost 
of this

charged against the gam e protec­ 
tion fund.

to pay to counties and townships, 
ten cents an acre per year. on all
